No  student  government  on  any  campus  would  dare  to  with¬ 
hold  the  right  to  vote  to  a  group  of  students.  Failure  to  make 
provisions  for  graduate  students,  however,  has  disfranchised  them 
on  this  campus.  When  the  "outdated"  present  constitution  was 
written,  there  were  no  graduate  students  or  master  degrees  off¬ 
ered;  so  of  course,  no  provision  was  made  for  them. 

Since  then,  time  and  Northwest  Missouri  State  have  marched 
On,  but  the  student  constitution  has  failed  to  keep  up  with  the 
progress.  The  remedy  is  a  simple  one— merely  provide  the  grad¬ 
uate  students  with  one  or  two  positions  in  the  Senate.  However, 
lime  and  experience  have  shown  that  in  the  long  run  j*-'s  far 
better  to  revi^p  constitutions  than  to  amend  them. 

Perhaps  the  constitutional  revision  committee  will  consider 
giving  the  "Right  to  Vote"  to  graduate  students.

center  about  natural  history,  are 
NORTH  AMERICAN  PRAIRIE  by 
Dr.  J.  E.  Weaver,  Professor  Emer¬ 
itus  of  Plant  Ecology  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Nebraska,  and  GRASS¬ 
LANDS  OF  THE  GREAT  PLAINS 
by  Dr.  Weaver  and  Dr.  F.  W.  Al¬ 
bertson,  Chairman  of  Biological 
Sciences  at  Fort  Hays  Kan¬ 
sas  State  College.  Each  author  has 
spent  his  lifetime  studying  grass¬ 
land  ecology. 

Tile  NORTH  AMERICAN 
PRAIRIE  deals  with  the  plant 
community  of  taller  grasses  which 
extends  from  the  deciduous  forests 
on  the  east,  westward  far  into 
Manitoba,  tire  Dakotas,  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas.  It 
tells  the  story  of  the  variety  of  the

inhabitants,  their  internal  strug¬ 
gles  for  domination  and  their  bat¬ 
tles  with  drought  and  overgrazing. 

Two  chapters  of  this  describe  a 
part  of  the  prairie  seldom  seen— 
the  extensive  and  intricate  sys¬ 
tems  of  roots  and  rhizomes. 

Tlie  grasslands  of  the  great 
plains  lie  between  the  prairies  to 
the  east  and  the  Rocky  Mountains 
to  the  west.  Here  drought  is  more 
severe,  temperatures  more  ex¬ 
treme  and  the  struggle  for  sur¬ 
vival  more  critical. 

The  story  of  the  changes  in 
these  grasslands  brought  about  by 
the  “great  drought”  and  their  re¬ 
covery  with  the  return  of  rains  is 
told  in  detail.  The  book  points  the 
wny  to  efficient  utilization  of 
grasses  and  to  the  restoration  of 
the  grasslands  from  the  duslbowl 
which  was  created  by  overgrazing 
and  misuse  of  the  plow.

Langauge  Illiteracy? 


"For  a  long  time  I  have  noticed  '• 
with  regret  the  almost  entire  ne¬ 
glect  of  thc  art  of  original  compo¬ 
sition  in  our  common  schools  with 
no  well-defined  ideas  of  thc  con¬ 
struction  of  our  language.”  These 
words  which  sound  so  familiar  to 
us  today  were  spoken  by  a  county 
superintendent  on  July  27,  1844. 

In  the  Preface  to  FIRST  LES¬ 
SONS  IN  ENGLISH  COMPOSI¬ 
TION,  a  composition  text  publish¬ 
ed  in  1858,  author  G.  P.  Quacken- 
bos  says  that  multitudes  graduate 
utterly  destitute  of  all  practical 
acquaintance  with  grammar. 

In  comparing  Quackenbos’  text 
published  in  1858  and  THE  ODY¬ 
SSEY  HANDBOOK  AND  GUIDE 
TO  WRITING  by  George  B.  Woods 
and  W.  Arthur  Turner,  published 
in  1954  and  used  in  this  college, 
one  realizes  what  pleasant  changes 
hnve  been  made. 

Quackerbos  says,  “A  sentence  is 
such  an  assemblage  of  words  ns 
makes  complete  sense.”  Woods 
and  Turner  say,  ‘‘The  sentence  is 
the  unit  of  expression.  It  may  con¬ 
sist  of  few  parts  or  many;  but 
these  parts  must  be  so  fitted  to¬ 
gether  as  lo  form  a  single  organic 
whole  which  clenrly  expresses  a 
complete  meaning.”  Which  do  you 
prefer? 

Surely  with  more  adequate 
composition  texts  and  more  thor¬ 
oughly  trained  English  teachers, 
tile  situation  has  improved  these

Two  Athletes  Set  Three  Men  Enter 

New  World  Marks  Athletic  Tourney 


At  the  A.  A.  U.  track  meet  at 
Austin,  Texas,  on  June  16,  Bob 
Gutowski  and  Greg.  Bell  astounded 
the  world  as  they  approached  the 
impossibles  in  their  field. 

Bob  Gutowski,  a  student  at  Occi¬ 
dental  College,  pole  vaulted  the 
fabulous  height  of  15  feet  and  9  3-4 
inches  to  better  the  world  mark 
formerly  held. by  Cornelius  Warm- 
erdam  by  some  2 '/a  inches.  Tills 
record  has  been  standing  since 
1945.  After  Gutowski's  vault,  he 
tried  for  the  magic  16  feet.  He 
Cleared  the  bar  each  time  but  in 
turn  brushed  it  going  down. 

Another  performance  of  great 
magnitude  was  made  by  Greg  Bell 
of  Indiana.  He  broad  jumped  an 
astonishing,  distance  of  26  feet  and 
7  Inches.  This  was  only  1  inches 
less  than  the  world  record. 

Bobby  Morrow  equaled  the 
world  record  in  the  100  yard  dash 
at  -.09.4.  Elsewhere  in  the  world 
Derek  Ibbostson  ran  the  mile  in  3 
minutes  59.4  seconds.  That  makes 
the  twelfth  4-minute-mile  in  the 
history  of  man.
